The company, which will re- 
present the people and animals 
that come to life in the dream- 
ing revery of a Dublin tavern 
keeper, is the original cast 
seen in overseas and New York 
presentations. They include, in 
addition to Miss Erdman, Anita 
Dangler, Van Dexter, Leonard 
Prey, and Gail Ryan. 

Leading the orchestra will be 
composer Teiji Ito, a native of 
Japan. 



Reservations for the produc- 
tion may be made at the Infor- 
mation Booth from 9:00 a.m. to 
5:00 p.m., beginning, Monday. 
February 10. 

A native of Hawaii, Jean Erd- 
man went to Off-Broadway from 
a career in choreography and 
concert dance. The first Broad- 
way showings of choreography 
were in festival seasons of Ihe 
New Dance Group at New York 
Times Hall and The Mansfield 
Theatre. 

Having developed her own 
school and concert company in 
New York City. Miss Erdman 
has produced her new works 
annually, has toured the United 
States extensively, and in 1955 
was the first American artist- 
emissary to tour the Orient al- 



ter World War II. She has been 
artist-in-residence with her com- 
pany for seven years at the Uni- 
versity of Colorado, three at Ihe 
University ot British Columbia, 
and in the summer of 1962 was 
at the University of Hawaii. 
From 1954 to 1957, she was head 
ol Ihe dance department at Eard 
College. 

Leading the orchestra will be 
composer Teiji Ito. The score 
requires 27 instruments for Ihe 
three musicians. Some of the in- 
struments are conventional 
flutes, fiddles, and accordions. 
Others are less conventional— 
schichiriki la double-reed Japa- 
nese court instrument . a thumb 
piano i a small box with steel 
prongs attached to the vibrat- 
ors', an orkon (a recorder-like 




wind instrument i. a steel drum 
Irom Trinidad, a slide whistle, 
and a marimbula. 

Miss Erdman undertook to 
bring the novel to the stage 
after reading and rereading the 
book for years. 

She approached her task first 
in choreographic terms. But 
then she found the language of 
Joyce "so marvelous, so crazy 
and so funny" that she decided 
to put as many of Joyce's words 
into the entertainment as possi- 
ble. She emerged with a play 
that blends drama, dance, mu- 
sic, and mime. 

In doing so she kept faith with 
Joyce. "Every line in the play is 
a line from the book." says 
Miss Erdman. "There is not a 
single utterance or even a sound 
—and there are plenty of sounds 
in the play— which is not in the 
book."

Degrees will be awarded to 
the largest graduating class in 
the history of the College during 
afternoon commencement exer- 
cises set for 2:00 p.m. Mary 
Washington College Chancellor, 
Dr. Grellet C. Simpson, will ad- 
dress the members of the grad- 
uating class. Both programs will 
take place in George Washing- 
ton Auditorium. 

Father McGinley, now serving 
as a consultant in higher educa- 
tion for the Jesuit Order of the 
Roman Catholic Church, receiv- 
ed the A.B. and M A. degrees 
from Woodstock College, Wood- 
stock, Maryland, and was 
awarded a Doctor of Sacred 
Theology degree from Rome's 
Gregorian University in 1939. In 
addition, he holds honorary de- 
grees from seven colleges and 
universities 

A member of the Jesuit Order 
since 1922, Father McGinley, 
who was ordained a priest in 
1935, taught at St. Joseph's High 
School, Philadelphia, from 1929 
until 1932 and was a member of 



the Woodstock College faculty 
for thirteen years. While at 
Woodstock he served as a pro- 
fessor of theology, prefect of 
studies, regent of the seminary, 
and director of graduate studies. 
While in Rome undertaking doc- 
toral studies, he served as direc- 
tor of the Vatican radio station. 

Father McGinley is a director 
•f the New York World's Fair 
1964-65 Corporation, the Lincoln 
Center for Performing Arts, and 
the New York State Higher Ed- 
ucation Assistance Corporation, 
and is a manger of the New 
York Botannical Gardens. Last 
year he received the Medal ol 
the City of New York presented 
by Mayor Wagner for public 
service. 

He is the author of Form Crit- 
icism of ihe Synoptic Healing 
Narratives and served as the 
editor of "Theological Studies" 
during the time he was on the 
faculty at Woodstock College.

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Statement of Policy 



The Bullet, as a publication of the stu- 
dents of Mary Washington College, has 
a responsibility to the school of which it 
is a product. Conversely, the student body 
also has a responsibility to the Bullet. 

Under its new editorship, the Bullet 
will endeavor to carry out its responsibility 
to report news of interest, to engender 
rollege spirit, and to editorially interpret 
news. Because MWC !■ a state college, the 
news found in the Bullet will lie reported 
within the framework of 1) the public 
policies of the state, '1) traditions of the 
state and of the college, and 3) adminis- 
trative policies of the college. 

The Bullet will assume the responsibil- 
ity for interpreting news as the student* 
dictate. It must be stressed, however, that 
as a student publication the Bullet may 
not always present the majority opinion. 
For this reason the Bullet staff expects 
opposition in the forn of letters to the 
editor. A close exchange of ideas between 
the student body and the staff of the Bullet 
is imperative. 

The Bullet encourages controversy and 



criticism from the student body. Lack of 
either will indicate failure to the Bullet 
staff. The chanels of information between 
students and the publication are through 
direct conversation with the Bullet staff 
or communication through the Bullet box 
located in Ann Carter Lee. 

In coverage of campus affairs, the Bul- 
let asks the cooperation of the students 
participating in them. This paper is will- 
ing to help carry through the campaign 
promises of the presidents of organizations 
who advocated more coverage in the Bullet. 
The paper will attempt to give a thorough 
[•overage of t he news, but in order to insure 
thoroughness, clubs must bring news to 
the attention of the staff members. 

The general framework of the paper will 
remain as set up in past years. Its news 
will not lie stale and out-dated, but will be 
active and positive. 

Only through cooperation and suggestion 
from the student body can the Bullet be- 
come the paper the students want and 
need. It welcomes and encourages students 
and faculty criticism and suggestion.

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College Shop Hours 




The College vShop is now open only be- 
tween 11 a.m. and 7 p.m. on Sundays. 
Previously the College Shop hours on Sun- 
dav were from 9 a.m. to 9:00 p.m. 

After two weeks of this new policy, irate 
and inconvenienced students have challeng- 
ed the reality of such an administrative 
ihange in policy, An explanation of the 
reasons whv this change was made makes 
the inevitability of the shortened hours ap- 
parent. 

In their investigation of the Sunday in- 
come of the C Shop, the administration 
found that only i of the day's total income 
was gained in the morning hours. These 
results were tabulated from the record of 
the Sunday receipts from the past two 
years. 

It is impractical to hire people to work 
when so little business takes place on Sun- 
day mornings. The College Shop staff 
works on a morning and evening shift 
basis. Most of the staff works a six day 
week and justifiably asks for one more 
day off per week. With the hours on Sun- 
day from 9 a.m. to 9:00 p.m., neither shift 
received a break. During the early morning 
hours and late evening hours, the employes 
had virtually no work to do. 

With the shorter hours, one shift works- 
the entire day on Sunday and does not 
have to work the next Sunday when the 
second shift works. In this manner those 
employees who usually work on Sunday 
mornings can attend church every other 
Sunday if they so desire. 

The students who have been inconven- 



ienced are tln\*e who purchase coffee and 
doughnuts before going to church and 
those students who return to campus after 
7 p.m. from the weekend's activities. Those 
students who do patronize' the College Shop 
in the morning are a small percentage of 
the entire student body. It is impossible to 
receive any sizeable income from a hundred 
<ales of lie for one cup of coffee and a 
doughnut. 

Those people returning from off campus 
weekends alter the dining hall closes can 
make provisions to eat before leaving or 
to eat in Fredericksburg when they return 
to school. 

The possibility does exist that students 
can arrange to work in the College Shop. 
Because of the low wage scale, however 
these jobs would not be appealing to any 
student except those who feel that under 
the present arrangement they are discrim- 
inated against. If the presently dissatisfied 
students worked in the College Shop they 
would be unable to attend church because 
of their job in the morning and would 
necessarily have to return to campus 
earlier on Sunday evenings because of their 
job. Thus they would be defeating the own 
purpose because they would have to adjust 
their plans anyway. 

It seems, then, that the presently estab- 
lished hours of the College Shop are the 
most realistic. They benefit the employees 
who do work there, and are not inconven- 
ient to a ma jority of the students because 
the dining hall is open in the morning as 
well as in the evening.

of Virginia, Judge Bryan attend- 
ed graduate school there, where 
he earned his LL.D. Judge Bry- 
an's present position as Federal 
Court Judge for the fourth dis- 
trict is preceded bv a distin- 
guished law career. Born in Al- 
exandria, he served as the City 
Attorney and later as the Com- 
monwealth Attorney. He has 
also been a member of both the 
State Board of Corrections and 
the Board of Law Examiners. 

Actually, not many people 
know exactly the function of the 
Board of Visitors. Judge Bryan, 
in an enthusiastic response to 
questions, explained that the 
purpose of the Board is primar- 
ily advisory. Therefore, it is in 
the background where approved 
administrative decisions are con- 
cerned. The Board meets five 
times a year for consultation 
with various committees con- 
cerning such matters as budgets 
and new buildings. 

Judge Bryan was an eager 
recipient of questions not rele- 
vant to the Board, too. When 
asked his opinion of the propos- 
ed law to limit out-of-staters 
attending Virginia - supported 
schools, he replied: "I think it 
would be a mistake to restrict 
the influx of college students 
from other states. This intake, 
in addition to the outflow of Vir- 
ginia students to other states, 
represents an inter-state cultur- 
al exchange, and is a definite 
advantage to the Virginia educa- 
tional system." 

Asked about the proposed Gag 
Law which would ban controver- 
sial speakers from addressing 
state-supported schools. Judge 
Bryan asserted that this should 
be a school administrational 
matter. He felt that the final 
decision of whom and what is 
suitable for a particular college, 
could best be decided by that 
individual school, as opposed to 
an across-the-board ban.

Vaccine 
Given 



The "sugar treat" has 
to Mary Washington! 

On Tuesday, February 4, from 
2 00 to 5:00 p.m.. health-seeking 
MWC students received the first 
of a series of three polio im- 
munizations—the Sabin vaccine. 

Campus reaction to the vac- 
cine was enthusiastic— some 1700 
parental permission cards were 
mailed to students' homes dur- 
ing mid-semester break, and of 
these, approximately 1200 cards 
were returned, authorizing the 
school to administer the Sabin 
vaccine to students. There were 
1,000 MWC students at Hugh 
Mercer infirmary on February 4 
to receive Type I of the vac- 
cine, and 50 more girls received 
Type I at specified hours on 
February 7, 9. 10. 

In keeping with a policy fol- 
lowed by other Virginia schools, 
there was no charge for the vac- 
cine, although each recipient of 
the vaccine was asked to con- 
tribute 25 cents to help defray 
the costs of administering the 
vaccine. 

Those students who have had 
Type I of the vaccine will be 
given follow-up doses of Type II 
and Type III at the infirmary 
on Tuesdav, March 17, and 
Tuesday, April 28, from 2:00 to 
5:00 p.m.
